a fter the rigor of last year's switch 
to block scheduling and embracing 
CP 2.0, administration announced 
that there were many changes to the 
schedule for this school year. 

The school days were pushed back 
ten minutes, starting at 7:35 a.m. Since 
school started later, the time of release 
was also pushed back. Students were 
released at 2:37 p.m. to accommodate 
the time gap. 

“I just think it is way more 
convenient,” senior Rebecca Olesek said. 
“I get to wake up later and feel more 
focused since I am less tired.” 

Zero period was taken out of the 
regular school schedule, making it 
available for students’ use on Monday 


and Friday. Teachers now had meetings 
most Tuesdays through Thursdays.

When founder senior Salma Cruz 
transferred to Crown Point two years ago, she 
brought a piece of her old school to her new one, which was 
Spectra. She hoped to create a second home for students 
struggling to find a place where they belong. 

“(I hope) they’ll gain a sense of acceptance and feel like 
they have a group to go to for support if things in their life 
aren’t going as well as they want to,” Cruz said. “They’ll get 
a safe place to go with no judgment." 

Rather than labeling the club as a strictly LGBT 
(lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender) congression, the 
leaders changed it to be more flexible to a wider variety of 
students. 

“We’re pretty much about inclusiveness. Initially Spectra 


was exclusively a GSA (gay-straight alliance), but we felt 
that there were certain groups that didn’t have anywhere 
to be included, that didn’t have a club either. So we just 
felt like we could bring them into our club and make it a 
bigger thing," Gryzduk said. 

To create a more inviting environment to attract new 
members, Spectra dedicated more of their time toward 
bonding and hanging out.

Where’d you grow up?" This is a standard 
question one may ask when getting to know 
another. Often, we get a typical answer of a 
town in the United States. This is not the case for 
French teacher Amy Berchem, or Mel Mel. Berchem 
was bom and raised in Africa until moving back to 
America her junior year of high school. 

“I lived in Zambia, Cameroon, and Guinea,” 
Berchem said. “In between living in different 
parts of Africa, I would live in America for a few 
months." 

The attraction to Africa wasn’t exactly appealing 
for most Americans. There’s no running water 
and the electricity did not come on at all for a day 
or for several hours at a time. Her mother taught 
health and hygiene to the villages, while her dad 
was a liaison between the French and United States 
government. 

Everything was different from the United 
States, from the food and clothes, to the culture 
and language. Berchem learned French, English, 
and tribal languages such as Chimbamba, Susu, 


and Pular while attending British schools and 
homeschooling. 

“Moving back to the United States was a culture 
shock," Berchem said. “I hated it, the people seemed 
less genuine.” 

Berchem switched her booboo, which is a robe, 
to jeans and a T-shirt. In Africa, instead of playing 
popular games, she and her friends would loiter 
around the area and admire the wildlife and nature 
of the land. They would swim in the ocean or 
simply sit and chat amongst each other. Everything 
about her simplistic lifestyle changed. 

“I was overwhelmed by how many choices there 
were in America,” Berchem said. “In Africa, there 
was one store and one restaurant. You bought your 
clothes at that one store, or you didn’t have them." 

Despite the vast opportunities America brought, 
Berchem would return to Africa. 

“It’s my birthplace and the first place I knew," 
Berchem said. “It’s where I grew up; it’s my home."

S pecial needs teacher, Liz Hanlon, was awarded the 2014 
Inspiring Teacher award by The Crossroads Regional 
Chamber, which sought to acknowledge educators with 
initiative and dedication like Hanlon’s. 

“When I was in high school, that’s when I fell in love with 
people who had disabilities,” Hanlon said. “I was involved with 
a club at my high school. I think that was really the first time I 
was really with people who had disabilities, and just from that 
moment on that was my passion.” 

The passion that she had in high school carried her into 
the special education field. Hanlon graduated from Ball State 
University in 1984 and received her graduate degree from 
Indiana University South Bend in 1986. 

“The biggest blessing I have is my family and my second 
blessing is my students, and I’m honored to teach them. They 
brighten my day,” Hanlon said. “They see no differences in 
people, they love everybody and want to leam, I love seeing 
them grow.” 

One of the contributing factors to Hanlon’s award was the 
peer tutor program. The program did not exist until Hanlon 
began working with the school in 2004, although the idea was 
posed before Hanlon began teaching. 

“I visited to see if I wanted to even work in this building. 

The kids were in this room with a closed door. I didn’t like it 
and I wanted to change it. I wanted to make a difference and 
get the kids out and exposed in the community and in the 
building," Hanlon said. “That was sort of my passion when I 
came here, to get the kids in peer tutoring with the (special 
needs) kids.” 

After the peer tutoring program started, so did many other 
clubs involving the special needs students. Programs like Best 
Buddies, the Special Olympics, and the sport teams helped 
involve the school with the special needs students. 

“It’s one of my favorite things seeing the peer tutors interact 
with them, because my students want to be like (them). When 
my students come in they typically don’t have friends, but 
with the peer tutors programs they have friends,” Hanlon said. 
“The beauty of it is seeing the peer tutors blossom, because the 
program makes their day and they want to come to school.” 

Inside the school, Hanlon focused on the student’s needs 
and optimized their learning to make them independent. 

“Everybody has a full potential that they can reach and 
these guys will reach their full potential. For one student it 
may be learning to count ten dollars, for another student it 
may be getting a job in the community, so it’s different for 
everyone,” Hanlon said. 

Hanlon’s actions and dedication to her students led her 
to be locally and nationally recognized. The school’s special 
needs program continues to grow with her contributions. 

“I’m just honored. I’m blessed and very lucky to have this 
school and all my administrators and supervisors. They believe 
in what I’m doing. The administrators in the building seeing 
and believing it and that I can do what I’m supposed to do," 
Hanlon said. “The peer tutors believe in it and everyone is just 
on board with it.”
